Lacking 



Mr. Guild's letter in last 
week's Dram has, at press time, 
resulted in Miss McKenzie's 
handing in her resignation as 
housekeeper in Brittain Hall. It 
is now amply clear that the en- 
tire episode encompasses a wide 
range of causes and effects. The 
resignation is not simply due to 
the published letter, but stems 
from a confusing combination of 
mis-interpretations, human na- 
ture, lack of communication and 
a poor definition of duties. 

Secondly, Mr. Guild's letter 
was unfortunately poorly timed, 
because at press time last week 
many of his complaints were well 
on the way to being rectified or 
eliminated. However, Miss Mc- 
Kenzie interpreted the letter as 
a vote of non-confidence in her 
by the entire Men's Residence 
Society. 

As defined by the Residence 
Business Manager, Mr. Baribeau, 
a housekeeper's duties are those 
specifically concerned with the 
physical supervision of the prem- 
ises. Miss McKenzie was there- 
fore attempting to impliment the 
directives of the Residence Busi- 
ness Office and discovered that 
she was also bearing the full lodd 
of the main body of student's 
complaints as well. 

Apparently the pressure aided 
in making her easily annoyed and 
irritable, adding to everyone's 
difficulti(\'< Why was Miss Mc- 
Kenzie in the position of having' 
to issue orders unilaterally with 



no student co-operation? The 
answer lies with the conditions of 
the Men's Residence Society this 
faU. 

This season a new system was 
adopted for the operation of Brit- 
tain Hall: ie: the men were in- 
formed last spring that we were 
to create our own policies. Con- 
sequently a number of us did a 
good deal of work on setting down 
the basic groundwork for a code 
for the Residence. We were ad- 
vised that upon returning to class 
this fall these basic points would 
be available to all residents and 
we could carry on from there. 
September arrived-nothing was 
before us. We didn't even have 
the fundamentals. Naturally, su- 
pervision of the building can't 
cease while the system is reor- 
ganized. It is unfortunate that 
things developed to such a con- 
fusing extent. However, we have 
accomplished an incredible 
amount since the session started. 
To date we have had difficulty 
communicating our decisions so 
that all would know the score. 

It is this writer's proposal that 
all rules directly or indirectly 
affecting the life of residents 
must be reviewed and agreed upon 
by the House Committee in con- 
sultation with the Business Man- 
ager. Furthermore, if Mr. Ba- 
ribeau or any of his staff must 
rectify a situation concerning the 
physical operation of the building 
or, if the Business Office has a 
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complaint to serve against a par- 
ticular resident, then they should 
first approach the House Comm- 
ittee. We can point out the prob- 
lem to the man and suggest he 
eliminate it, explaining the rea- 
sons. If the party refuses to co- 
operate, then other actions can 
be pursued by the Business Office. 
Arbitration and bilateral consul- 
tation must be the method of set- 
ting guidelines. 

Effective Oct. 1 each Residence 
member was issued a statement 
outlining what is presently ex- 
pected of him. Using this form as 
our scaffolding we can begin ar- 
bitration imjnediately on any 
points which we might find dis- 
agreeable or a restriction of 
personal freedom. 

Obviously many people are in- 
volved in this occurrance. We feel 
legitimate complaints were aired 
by both Principal parties in the 
misunderstanding. Exposing the 
difficulties,, though initially un- 
pleasant, will, we're confident, 
insure that amendments will com- 
mence shortly. Co-operation and 
patience plus constructive think- 
ing beginning with the Dean right 
along to the individual resident 
wiU make Brittain Hall a comm- 
unity worth living in.

Black market 
courses at U.W.O. 



LONDON (CUP) - * Psst! Hey meester, you 
want to buy nice sociology class?'' 

Classroom overcrowding and a registration 
kafuffle have opened up a whole new area of free 
enterprise at the University of Western Ontario - 
a black market in course registration cards. 

Some departments at the university have not 
bothered to keep track of course enrollment cards 
given out during registration, and as a result stu- 
dents could register in close to 30 different 
courses, some of them more than once. 

And some students have been cashing in dur- 
ing a year when Western, bulging at the seams, 
has turned away students due to lack of space. 

Less fortunate students turned away from 
overcrowded classes have been able to buy the re- 
quired course card for prices ranging from $2 to 
$40. 

''I need this course and if I have to buy a card 
to get into it, I wiU", said one. ''Registration has 
really screwed me around this year.'' 

*'Its a queer thing," said UWO registrar 
J.K. Watson. 'This is the first I've heard about it, 
but I can't imagine a student silly enough to buy 
a course card when he has just paid $500 for tuition. 

"I guess students need some sort of mother 
here to protect them from themselves".

It is no secret that at times coun- 
cillors aren't pulling their weight 
are you seeing which ones?
